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Hr.  Chair  Kin,  Ladies  ord  Gentlemen, 

Rural  District  Council  of  Runcorn 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  1970  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  important  changes.  The  abolition  of 
Divisional  Health  Committees  resulted  largely  from  the  setting  up  of  the 
new  Social  Services  Department,  Because  of  this  the  annual  report  to 
the  Divisional  Health  Committee  previously  included  as  an  appendix  to 
this  report  will  not  now  appear  in  the  future. 

The  Divisional  Health  Committees  had  remained  in  being  since  the 
Rational  Health  Service  was  created  in  1948  and  it  was  with  great 
reluctance  that  the  County  Health  Committee  agreed  to  their  being 
disbanded. 


Another  major  change  has  been  the  setting  up  of  the  new  Social 
Services  Department.  This  meant  the  loss  from  the  Health  Department 
of  the  Mental  Health  Service,  the  Hone  Help  Service  and  the  Services 
for  the  Physically  Handicapped  and  their  transfer  to  the  new  Area 
Social  Services  Depart  ents.  Preparation  for  the  setting  up  of  the  new 
department  took  place  over  very  many  months  and  involved  the  divisional 
health  staff  in  much  work  preparing  for  the  hand  over. 

As  a  result  of  County  Health  Department  policy  it  has  been 
necessary  to  fuse  together  existing  divisions  and  to  base  divisional 
health  administration  on  new  combined  divisions. 


So  far  as  the  divisions  of  Runcorn  and  Ilid-Ches'dre  are  concerned 
many  administrative  changes  have  taken  place  in  order  to  create  a 
single  large  division.  Initially  this  meant  the  loss  of  one  of  my 
Divisional  -Administrative  Assistants,  Hr.  7.  R.  Jones,  and  the  assumption 
of  the  administration  of  both  divisions  by  my  Divisional  Ad linis trative 
Assistant,  Hr.  S.  R.  Large. 


There  lias  been  an  expansion  at  one  administrative  centre  with  a 
corresponding  contraction  to  a  sub  office  at  the  other.  These  changes 
have,  of  course,  led  to  uncertainties  and  inevit  ble  changes  of  duties 
for  the  staff  involved.  So  far  as  possible  this  major  change  was 
brought  about  with  the  minimum  of  trauma,  to  the  staff  and  my  thanks  ore 
due  to  the  divisional  administrative  and  clerical  staffs  for  their 
loyalty  end  support  through  wliat  has  undoubtedly  been  a  time  of 
considerable  re-adjustment  and  re-orientation. 


With  regard  to  immunised  ion  against  infectious  disease  the  out¬ 
break  of  diphtheria  in  a  nearby  large  city  again  emphasised  the  important 
lesson  that  mothers  must  make  every  effort  to  have  their  children 
immunised  by  accepting  the  invitations  sent  to  them  by  the  Health 
Department.  Only  in  this  way,  by  maintaining  a  high  immunisation  rate, 
can  serious  infectious  diseases  such  as  this  be  kept  under  control. 


lie  isles  immunisation  has  been  recommenced  now  that  the  national 
supply  has  improved  and  this  is  to  bo  welcomed  as  there  is  still 
mortality  and  considerable  morbidity  fron  the  complications  resulting 
from  measles  infection.  The  introduction  of  rubella  vaccination  for 
young  adolescent  grils  is  a  great  advance  as  this  should  prevent  babies 
in  subsequent  generations  fron  being  born  with  seveie  handicaps  due  to 
the  mother  contracting  the  disease  during  pregnancy.  * 

The  County  scheme  for  computerised  call  up  for  cervical  cytol'.og - 
commenced  in  September,  1970  and  the  response  to  date  has  been 
encouraging.  It  is  hoped  that  this  screening  programme  will  identify 
pro-cancerous  conditions  of  t?io  cervix  at  a  tine  when  treatment  can 
effect  a  complete  cure. 

The  work  of  the  public  health  inspectorate  is  largely  taken  for 
granted  by  the  public  and  I  sho  Id  e  phasize  the  vital  role  which  the 
inspectors  play  in  the  maintenance  of  high  standards  in  the  environ¬ 
mental  side  of  public  health. 


Reierence  to  Inter*  pages  of  the  report  indicate  envi-roru'entol 
health  natters  dealt  with  during  the- year  ,-*nd  show  the  wi de  variety 
and  importance  of  thoir  work. 

Tho  investigation  of  food  >oiscning  cases  and  cxcretors,  the 
tracing  .and  surveillance  of  typhoid  and  other  infectious  diseases 
contacts  has  been  a  frequent  part  of  their  work.  Continental  holida  ys 
are  now  conn on  „nd  invariably  this  brings  with  it  contact  tracing  nd 
surveillance  of  such  potentially  serious  infectious  diseases  as  ty^ho:4 d 
fever.  Returning  holidr.y  nakers  not  infrequently  be  cone  cither  cases 
or  contacts  of  this  disease  especially  if  they  have  been  to  certain 
countries  bordering  the  Ilediterranean  where  purity  of  water  supplies 
and  clean  food  cannot  always  be  guaranteed. 

The  latter  highlights  the  important  role  of  the  public  health 
inspectorate  in  the  control  of  coir  amicable-  diseases.  Changes  in  the 
structure  of  local  government  at  both  first  and  second  tier  levels  are 
imminent  and  in  the  re-organisation  of  local  govern  ent  and  the  health 
services  it  is  vital  that  this  important  aspect  of  the  control  of  commun- 
icablc  diseases  will  not  be  lost  to  sight. 

hy  thanlcs  are  due  to  Mr.  Boothnan  your  Chief  Public  health  Inspector  ’ 
and  his  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support,  to  tho  Clerk  and  the  chief 
officers  of  the  council  for  their  help  and  advice  and  to  the  Chaiman 
and  members  of  the  committee  for  their  constant  co-operation.

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  Environmental  sections  of  this 

report. 

In  general  there  has  boon  a  steady  progress  on  a  broad  front. 

Smoke  Control  Areas  are  proceeding  in  the  Bridgewater  section  at 
Eels by  as  part  of  the  seven  year  programme  for  the  whole  of  the  built  up 
aren3.  The  Department 1 s  experience  is  that  the  public  welcome  this  improvement 

The  only  large  area  of  some  61  unfit  houses  has  b^en  demolished. 

There  now  remain  several  small  groups  and  individual  houses  which  require 
action  under  the  Housing  Acts  to  secure  demolition.  Improvement  Grants 
continue  steadily  at  a  slightly  higher  rate 

Progress  in  providing  main  drainage  to  many  properties  is  gaining 
momentum  owing  to  the  provision  of  now  sewerage  and  sewer  extensions. 

Food  Hygiene  3tnndnrd3  are  only  maintained  by  continuing  inspections, 
the  emphasis  being  now  on  the  education  of  the  food  handlers,  since  premises 
generally  have  been  brought  up  to  a  good  structural  and  decorative  standard. 

Litter  continues  to  pose  considerable  problems,  the  dividend 
responsibility  between  street  cleaning  and  public  health  requirements,  further 
the  difficulties  in  the  labour  situation  with  public  cleansing  have  caused  a 
deterioration.  The  proposed  additional  litter  compounds  should  improve  matters 
but  in  addition  an  organised  regular  system  of  emptying  litter  bins  is  required

Grappcnhall  and  parts  of  Stockton  Ilea'jh  is  softened. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  qulaity  and  quantity,  however, 
instances  of  taste  complaint  of  a  chlorophonol  taint  have  arisen  -  those 
occur  intermittently  and  at  isolated  places.  It  is  believed  that  these  arc 
due  to  deposition  of  organic  matter  in  the  pipes  which  from  time  to  tine  de¬ 
compose  to  react  with  chlorine  to  give  this  taint. 

The  Water  Engineer  supplies  copies  of  reports  on  chemical  analysis  and 
bacteriological  examination  of  inter  samples  token  bjr  his  st.off.  -,.11  145 
bacteriological  and  chronical  samples  were  satisfactory. 

In  addition  this  department  carries  out  sampling  for  bacteriological 
examination  of  mains  and  private  supplies  twice  per  year.  9  samples 
were  taken  -  all  proved  satisfactory.  Where  as  a  result  of  sampling, 
private  supplies  have  been  established  as  unsatisfactory,  notices 
advising  that  the  water  be  boiled  or  chlorinated  prior  to  using  for 
drinking,  dietetic  and  dairy  purposes  are  sent  to  the  owners  and  occupiers. 

Analysts  reports  on  typical  samples  of  main  water  and  details  of 
dwellings  and  population  are  supplied  in  the  appendix. 

Load  in  Water 

A  few  houses,  17  mostly  in  the  Parish  of  Aston  are  supplied  with  Lake 
Vyrnwy  water  direct  from  the  Liverpool  Ha  ins  supply.  Samples  in  1968 
revealed  a  high  lead  content  after  long  c  mot act  with  lead,  and  further 
samples  in  Ilarch  1969  revealed  O.E95  ngn/litre  after  8  hours  contact  and 
0.500  mg '/litre  after  1 6y  hours  contact.  The  owners  of  the  private 
mains  were  not  prepared  to  take  am  alternative  supply  of  harder  water  from 
the  Warrington  Iiains.  The  users  of  this  Vyrnwy  water  have  been  advised, 
whore  there  are  lead  service  pipes,  not  to  use  th~  water  for  drinking  or 
dietetic  purposes  on  the  first  draw  off  after  standing  until  water  has 
boon  run  for  about  one  minute.

DRAIUAGE 


Where  plans  are  submitted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  involving  drainage 
systems  not  connected  to  a  public  sower,  the  observations  of  this  department 
have  been  sought  on  the  efficiency  of  the  proposed  drainage  disposal.  In 
cases  involving  discharge  to  a  stream  or  water-course,  consent  is  required  from 

the  River  Authority. 

I 

The  Department  undertakes  the  clearing  of  combined  drainage  systems  which 
nay  bo  technically  sowers,  whore  those  are  not  the  main  sewers  dealt  with  by 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  where  there  is  reasonable  access  to  the  pipes. 


Simple  drain  stoppages  are  also  cleared  on  request  on  a  cost  basis .  The 
service  has  proved  most  useful  in  dealing  expeditiously  with  these  problems. 

133  stoppages  were  dealt  with. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Liasion  is  maintained  with  the  Pollution  Officers  of  the  Mersey  and  Weaver 
River  authority.  Pollution  of  ditches  end  streams  remains  a  problem  in  areas 
without  sowers.  Private  owners  are  advised  on  the  best  type  of  septic  tanks 
and  filters  for  their  property.  Where  such  properties  are  in  groups,  the  final 
satisfactory  solution  is  the  provision  of  a  sewer  and  sewage  disposal  works. 


Liquor  from  cowsheds  end  silage  pits  presents  a  particularly  difficult 
problem  where  it  is  not  collected  and  returned  to  the  land  as  manure.  With' 
the  increasing  development  of  intensive  animal  husbandry,  farmers  are  faced 
with  the  fact  that  the  foul ’  drainage  must  be  dealt  with  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  avoid  nuisance  and  pollution  of  ditches  and  watercourses. 


The  River  Authority  are  pressing  for  improvements  in  the  treatment  of  trade 
and  sewage  effluents  which  will  be  a  long  and  expensive  matter.  Some  progress 
has  been  made. 


CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 

No- .grants  were  made  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  Conversions  to  the 
water  carriage  system  were  carried  out  as  part  of  improvements  included  in 
Improvement  Grant  Schemes. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  service  is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  under  direct 
labour.  This  Department  amnges  the  provision  and  fixing  of  Litter  Bins 
other  than  those  at  Tronic  Road  Lay-byes. 


(Continued 
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Disposal  -  Disposal  by  tipping  into  disused  md  pits  at  Whitley  by  agreement 
with  the  owner,  paper  manufacturers.  The  pits  are  partially  flooded,  therefore 
the  tipping  of  household  refuse  is  confimcd  to  the  urea  above  w-.  level. 

Inert  waste  from  paper  manufacturing  is  tipped  into  the  flooded  area.  Punping 
is  to  be  carried  out  in  one  pit,  at  present  unused,  to  give  capacity  for  dry 
tipping.

Collection  -  Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  over  most  of  the  district 
a  few  of  the  noro  rural  parts  have  a  fortnightly  collection.  With  the  doption 
of  a  paper  sack  bin  liner  -aid  re-organisation  it  is  hoped  to  make  the  collection 
weekly  throughout  the  district. 

Pail  ;nd  chemical  closets  are  emptied  weekly. 

A  more  frequent  collection  of  trade  refuse,  particularly  fron  food  premises 
would  effect  a  desirable  improvement  in  general  hygiene  of  such  premises. 

Litter  -  Owing  to  labour  difficulties  the  emptying  of  Litter  Bins  is  far  from 
satisfactory,  aid  until  it  is  effectively  or;;  nisod,  the  provision  of  further 
litter  receptacles  as  requested  by  various  Parish  Councils  is  not  being  implement 

A  Litter  Compound  ha3  b.en  provided  t  Stockton  Heath  to  receive  ruboisn 
brought  by  the  public.  This  is  well  used  -  siting  is  a  contentiou.3  natter, 
but  undoubtedly  the  casu.JL  du:  oing  in  ditches  and  on  road  verges  in  that  part  of 
the  district  has  been  noticeably  reduced.  Consider  .tion  is  now  to  bo  given  to 
providing  further  such  comp  .undo . 

Cleaning  up  waste  area  of  land  which  are  untidy  by  reas  n  of  dumped  rubbish 
is  now  carried  out  within  the  limits  Oj.  available  l°o.'ur . 

Cesspool  Emptying  Services  -  The  tiro  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  used  for 
desludging  septic  and  settling  tanks  on  Council  andpriv  .to  property,  ana  for 
the  collection  of  nightsoil.  The  Council  -give  a  free  service  for  emptying 
wholly  domestic  septic  tanks  once  a  year  on  application,  the  applicant  to  have 
recess  covers  of  the  tanks  loosened  and  opened  in  readiness.  Difj.iculay  is 
experienced  in  keeping  pace  with  the  demand.  The  charge  for  industrial  end 
fin  liquor  tanks  remains  at  £1.50p  perhour.  .,11  owners  cf  properties  having 
septic  tanks  have  bee:,  invited  to  make  us  of  this  service .

EATS  AND  NICE  DESTRUCTION 


Two  full  time  Public  Health  Operatives  are  employed;  they  carry  out  mainly 
rodent  control  hut  have  other  duties  including  drain  clearances,  whore 
practicable. 


A  limited  number  of  farm  contracts  have  been  secured,  and  particular 
offer  is  made  to  obtain  those  where  a  farm  is  in  a  built-up  aroa  so  that  block 
treatment  can  be  carried  out  with  tho  adjacent  properties  where  necessary.

I-le.at  Sterilisation  Regulations.  1969 

These  regulations  cone  into  ope  ation  on  the  1st  November,  1969.  The 
condenned  neats  end  offal  no  longer  requires  to  be  stained  with  a  green 
dye  but  is  sent  to  a  sterilisation  plant  for  processing.  The  condenned 
neat  and  offal  is  transported  in  a  specially  constructed  vehicle  which  is 
kept  closed  and  locked  at  all  tines  except  when  loading  and  unloading.
